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Vandals mar Antioch election campaign

Not long after campaign signs began to 
appear along the streets of Antioch, did 
vandals make their statements. About 30 
signs belonging to the Unity Party 
sustained damage sometime during the 
night of March 3. The signs had been put 
up the day before. 

According to Trustee Donald Amundsen, 



a member of the Unity Party slate, the 
majority of the vandalism occurred along a 
stretch of North Ave. and near Oakwood 
Knolls subdivision. 

Damage was concentrated on signs 
bearing photographs of Unity Party 
candidates Amundsen, Mabel Lou Weber 
and Dorothy Larson. In some cases the 
heads of the candidates were ripped off of 
the photographs on the signs. 



Vandals also struck the home of AntiocrT- 
Police Chief Chuck Miller. In addition to" 
a candidate sign being knocked over, 
garbage was strewn throughout the front 
yard and newspapers were stuffed into the 
exhaust pipes of his vehicles. 

The incidents arc believed to be 



politically rather than randomly motivated 
acts of vandalism. 

The Unity Party is comprised of 
candidates who have taken a stand against 
Antioch Mayor Robert Wilton's attempts 
to oust Miller from his post. 
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Vandals made quick work of about 30 campaign signs belonging to the Unity

A project to revitalize downtown 
Antioch received a $2,000 boost from the 
Village Board of Trustees. The donation 
from the Tax Incremental Financing (TIF) 
District funds will be used to set in 
motion a plan proposed by consultant Bert 
Stilt. 

The organization of a centralized down- 
town management district was discussed at 
a meeting sponsored by the Ahtioch 
Chamber of Commerce, Feb. 27. Stilt, 
the featured speaker, has worked with 
more than 100 communities. 

"He really knows the dynamics of 
downtown management," said Antioch 
public relations consultant Peg Ransom, 
"I don't know of anyone else who can 
claim this much experience in downtown 
revitalization." 

Under the direction of Stilt, village 
residents, business owners and concerned 
citizens are entering into a process to 
identify the strengths and weaknesses of 
downtown Antioch, while finding a way 
maintain or improve upon the positives. 

According to Peg Ransom, public rela- 
tions consultant for the village, the key to 
this approach is cooperative management 
of the downtown area. 

"This is an approach in which the 
community takes responsibility for its 
downtown and manages in it," said Ran- 
som. 

To facilitate the establishment of such 
an entity, three committees are working 
toward a day-long retreat, a brainstorming 
session targeting the good and bad of the 
downtown area. 

Participants at the retreat will break off 
work together in groups to prioritize their 
concerns and list possible solutions. 
However, their task will begin by dis- 
cussing how and why a problem cannot be 
solved. 

Ransom says that Stiu bills himself as

a "coalition builder" which translates for 
Antioch into the implementation of a va- 
riety of subcommittees working toward a 
common goal. 

"It's going to be fun to watch this hap- 
pen, because nobody knows where its go- 
ing to go," said Ransom. 

Through the organization of a manage- 
ment structure, participants hope to go 
toward an improved and more attractive 
downtown with 100 percent occupancy. 

While shopping centers and the like 
have served to usurp some of the business 
from downtown areas, Ransom says that a 
management team can operate to reclaim 
the customers and proprietors through^an 
organized retail and merchandise promo- 
tions plan. 

Additionally, the team can explore and 
implement ways to entice property owners 
to make improvements on the appearance 
of the buildings and motivate them to re- 
pair and refurbish, so the downtown looks 
attractive. 

"The community knows how to do this, 
but Stiu helps to show them the way," 
added Ransom. 

The committees are comprised of a di- 
verse gathering of residents and business 
owners from throughout the village.

couple has shared the richness of 68 years 
as husband and wife. 

So how docs an avowed "loner" manage 
to get along with his wife for 68 years? 
Simple, by not getting along. There's 
nothing like a good argument to secure 
the marriage bond, says the happy couple. 

"You just gotta try to make it," said 
Alice, "you have your ups and downs and 
you fight, naturally." 

Of course, the rifts are of the good-na- 
tured, everyday variety and only one factor 
in the longevity of the union. 

Frank, 91, and Alice, 86, attribute much 
of the staying power to a very different set 
of society norms between the 1920s and 
1991. 

"What they should put in the marriage 
vows today isn't 'until death do us part', 
but 'until divorce do us part,'" said Alice. 

The Hodowell's duct began in Chicago 
in 1923. A Lake County farmer, Frank 
fell for the girl next door, well, across the 
street from his uncle's South Side home. 

Their wedding day was shared by Alice's 
sister and her betrothed in two single cer- 
emonies. Each couple stood up for each 
other. 

The crowd at the altar of St. Michael's 
Church, was nearly diminished by one 
thanks to "the biggest blizzard that ever 
hit Illinois." 

For Frank, the journey from his Lake 
County home to wedded bliss spanned 
about seven hours through a blinding 
snowstorm and drifts of six-to-cight in 
depth. 

"I was mad that I should hit a day like 



that, so I plugged along," he said. 

His persistence paid off with a mutual 
and lasting commitment. However, the 
marriage was not always bound by 
togetherness. 

With a scarcity of jobs and lack of gov- 
ernment assistance programs, the couple 
worked various jobs in Chicago. In 1929, 
they moved to Wisconsin, where Frank 
worked at Passiondalc Farm. The properly 
is now the site of Bcnet Lake, which he 
helped build. 

During World War II, Alice worked in a 
Chicago defense plant, while her husband 
braved the cold and primitive environment 
of Alaska. 

Thousands of miles separated the cou- 
ple, while Frank toiled on the Alaska 
highway for about six years. Women were 
not permitted to join their husbands. 

When the couple was reunited they set- 
tled on a farm in Auburn, III. and then in 
Edgar, Wis. They moved to Antioch in 
1965. 

After nearly 70 years of togetherness, 
the Hodowell's shy away from questions 
like, 'if you had to do it all over again 
would you do it differently.' However, 
they do have some advice for couples 
thinking about tying the knot. 

The Hodowell's think that the divorce 
rate would drop if couples were to spend 
six months living with his or her 
prospective in-laws. Living in the house- 
hold in which their finance had been raised 
could offer invaluable insight and really 
help people get to know what each other 
is really about.

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Give composting a try Letters to the Editor 



Getting rid of yard waste and grass 
clippings is no simple matter. But Waste 
Management Inc. has a workable plan and 
is willing to try if Lake County officials 
and citizens arc willing to cooperate. 

That's the rub. So far the Waste 
Management plan to designate a 12 acre 
site on Rte. 83 north of Peterson Rd. in 
the vicinity of the ARF Corp. landfill has 
run into a blizzard of public opposition 
despite a recommendation from the Lake 
County Zoning Board of Appeals that a 
conditional-use permit be granted. The 
proposition now goes before the County 
Board. Planning and Zoning Committee. 
If the committee approves issuance of a 
permit, the request will go before the full 
board April 9. 

Appeals board members didn't exactly 
reach their decision in haste. They held 
eight hearings on the Waste Management 
petition, taking testimony from the 50 
to 100 persons per meeting who turned out 
for the hearings. In paving the way for 
Waste Management, the board set down 
24 restrictions. 

Most of the opposition has come from 
Libcrtyville residents, although there are 
Grayslake and Mundelein residential 
neighborhoods nearby. Opposition 
centers on odor, threat to underground 
water supplies and the rather nebulous 
argument that the big waste disposal 
conglomerate "can't be trusted." 

The composting plan is a reaction to the 
stale mandate that grass clippings no 
longer can be disposed of in landfills. In 
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view of the success so far of the pilot 
composting project at Lakewood Forest 
Preserve, we think Waste Management 
ought to be given the opportunity to 
show that the messy and smelly grass 
clippings can be disposed without odor or 
threat to the environment when handled 
properly. The 24 restrictions are ample 
safeguards. The case for issuing a 
conditional permit is aided by the fact if 
denied, the disposal firm can revert to 
"land treatment" disposal of grass 
clippings, merely spreading the debris on 
the ground and plowing it under. There 
also would be a limit of a maximum of 
600 cubic-feet per day. An interesting 
sidelight is the fact that Waste 
Management has an Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency permit 
for composting. 

If asking householders to refrain from 
collecting grass clippings and let nature 
take its course is too much, then the job 
has to be turned over to experts — like 
Waste Management

You seem to have abandoned standards 
in your editorial titled "Solving Bitlcr 
Baltic" concerning the mayor/police chief 
controversy in Anlioch. 

You stated in your second paragraph 
lhat the mayor "clearly has statutory 
authority on his side" and the Chief Miller 
and his supporters arc "hurling law suits 
in all directions to sustain their point of 
view." This is simply untrue. 

The mayor docs not by statute have 
authority to meddle in the day to day 
operations of the police department nor 
order personnel changes which he has 
done. He had no right to attempt to fire 
the chief without ever bringing formal 
charges against him and without even 
having a quorum at the village board 
meeting. He claims he had that right and 
you believe him. The mayor had been 
advised lhat his action was illegal by Ken 
Clark, the village attorney, but the chief 
had to bring legal action in order to save 
his job.

In 1981, Lhc world was shocked and 
more than a little scandalized, when it was 
introduced to AIDS, Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome, said by some to be 
the pending Bubonic plague of the 1980s- 
90s. 

The headlines of every newspaper and 
tabloid screamed about this "homosexual" 
disease when movie star Rock Hudson 
was stricken and died with AIDS. 

Until 1988, AIDS was still all over the 
television news and talk shows, and it re- 
peatedly jumped back into the newspaper 
headlines when world famous pianist Lib- 
cracc and the celebrated choreographer Bob 
Fosse succumbed to the disease. 

Now in 1991, most of lhc AIDS stories 
have been relegated to the inside of the 
newspaper and sometimes vie with the 
classified adds for position towards the rear 
of the newspaper. 

Unlike other kinds of "yesterday's news" 
the AIDS story is bigger today than it was 
10 years ago, for it is today that 100,000 
Americans have died from this disease. It 
is by tomorrow, 1993, that the federal 
center of disease control expects twice that 
many Americans to succumb to this 
disease with 200,000 of the one million 
Americans that are carrying the HIV virus 
slated for death by then. 

So, in two years, 300,000 Americans 
will have died from AIDS. That's six 
times the loial of American soldiers killed 
during the Vietnam Conflict, just 65,000 
less than the number of soldiers that died 
on both sides in the Civil War, and just 




County had 31 AIDS cases; by 1988, 39; 
by 1989, 58, and by the end of December, 
1990, 74 residents of Lake County had 
reported that they had AIDS. 

In the first two months of 1991, two 
more cases have been reported,, bringing 
recorded cases to 76. 

According to Emily Bergman, director 
of communicable diseases for Lake 
County, the fastest AIDS growth is now 
showing up in women, ages 25-45. 

Dr. Ruth Bcrkleman of the U. S. Cen- 
ters For Disease Control reports that by 
the end of 1991, AIDS is expected to be 
among the top five killers of women 25- 
44 years of age on a national scale. Many 
women who contract AIDS are IV drug 
users, sexual partners of IV drug users or 
sexual partners of bisexual males. 

By the start of 1991, 61 percent of the

100,000 less than the number of 
Americans that were killed in WW2. 

This means that by the end of this 
decade, the number of Americans that are 
expected to die from this disease will 
dwarf the total number of soldiers that died 
in die three biggest wars our country has 
been involved in. 

According to the Framingham Heart 
Study done by Dr. Richard Becker of the 
University of Massachusetts School of 
Medicine, approximately 50,000 men and 
women of all ages die the same year of 
heart attacks suffered in that year. 

The first case of AIDS was reported in 
Lake County in 1983. By 1987, Lake 



76 AIDS cases reported in Lake County 
were dead. 

Forty Six of those 76 Lake County 
AIDS cases have been found in homosex- 
ual and bisexual men and women. Nine of 
those cases are IV drug users. The 
remaining 21 came down with AIDS after 
hetrosexual sex, a blood transfusion or 
were born of mothers at risk, etc. 

Seventy two percent of those AIDS 
cases were white, 18 percent black and the 
remaining 10 percent were of Hispanic, 
Indian and other minority dissents. 

"Since an epidemic is defined as many 
more man usual, with the fast increase in 
numbers, the AIDS epidemic arrived a 
long time ago," says Bergman. 



According to Brian Chapman, program 
director for AIDS Survelance for the City 
of Chicago, in the last 10 years Chicago 
has had 3,474 AIDS cases reported.

Now, because of all the information 
being disseminated, not only by the news 
media, but also the government and health 
departments all over the nation, anyone 
who isn't still locked into a moral dark 
age realizes that AIDS is not simply a

homosexual disease, but a fatal very con- 
tagious disease being spread by homosex- 
uals and heterosexuals alike, by intra- 
venous drug users and pregnant women, 
and also through blood transfusions. 

We are told that research has shown that 
AIDS, which may have originated in 
Africa, was brought to this country by an 
Argentinian sailor who was homosexual 
and who immediately spread it through 
several other promiscuous homosexuals, 
all of whom were dead a few years later. 
Thus the homosexual tag. 

If a promiscuous heterosexual male or 
female infected with the virus had brought 
the disease into this country it would 
have been tagged simply a sexually 
transmitted disease. 

If an intravenous drug user with AIDS 
had gotten off of that boat in New York 
and shared his needle with other narcotics 
users, AIDS would have been linked to 
the drug community. 

When wc interviewed the then Atty. 
Gen. of the United Suites C. Everett Koop 
five years ago, he passed on his worries 
about the status of the teens of the mid- 
1980s by 1991, " Today (1985), 
teenagers, 13 and 14 years old have the 
highest rate of sexually communicated 
diseases( outside of AIDS) than ever 
before in history — what will be the 
AIDS report on these children five years 
from now?" he asked. 
AIDS is now the second leading killer of 
young American men, say federal health 
officials, with unintentional injuries, in- 
cluding accidents and homicides, remain- 
ing the leading cause of death in U. S. 
men, ages 25-44. 

With the rise in AIDS deaths in young 
women, AIDS has become the cause in 10 
percent of all young adult deaths, and if 
things go as predicted, that figure will rise 
to 30 percent by 1993. 

Next, we will delve into the different 
categories of people who have and will 
contract AIDS, Wc will meet some of 
these victims. We will look into pro- 
grams available locally for those who 

have the disease and the future prognosis 
for AIDS treatment and cures. 



Cuba Quarantines AIDS Patients 



Cuba is the only country in the world to require 
both mandatory testing of its population for the 
AIDS virus and the mandatory quarantining of its 
AIDS patients. The government lias screened 
about one-third of its population and should com-

kept apart from the rest of the population. 

Cuba has the lowest AIDS-infection rate in Latin 
America. Less than 300 persons have been quaran- 
tined so far. The government also requires foreign- 
ers to be tested for AIDS before entering (he coun- 
try.

In the end, it all boiled down to free 
throws. 

After the stirring rendition of the 
national anthem, inspiring pre-game 
cheers, not one but two NBA-style dunks, 
rallies and counter rallies, the opening 
game of the Waukegan sectional 
tournament between Stevenson and 
Carmel was decided at the so-called charity 
stripe.

Carmel was not shocked, then, when 
Coleman, who was "held" to 23 points, 
scored off two dunks. "We've had a 
backboard broken against us two weeks 
ago, so we should be used to that," 
Rosberg said. 

. Carmel tried different players guarding 
Coleman, who led Stevenson to its first 
regional title over Mundclein and the 
North suburban Conference. Guard 
Jcrmaine Williams came in to guard 
Coleman while Ryan, 6-1, did as well. 

While Stevenson had Coleman's dunks, 
Carmel had the balanced scoring. Junior 
Pete Eisenbarth followed up a 23 point 
game against Waukegan in the regional 
final with 18 points. Chris Mohr had 22, 
Dan Gramm had 13 and had Ryan 10 for 
the winners. 



Stevenson, while losing Coleman, 
Smith, to graduation, have some 
formidale wepons back for next year, 
notably Piggolt and Eric Roth. 

"I can tell you what you can print in the 
paper about my kids. Their coach loves 
them. For 28 times, they just played their 
hearts out," Johnson said. 

Eric Roth added 14 for Stevenson, which 
finishes at 25-3. 

"I think the regional championship was 
bigger only because it was the regional 
championship. In many ways, this game 
does not mean anything unless we win 
Friday night," Rosberg said.

HBrown knew he had a winner in Bristol 
alter about 13 to 14 months of training. 
H"Bccause I consider myself to be a very 
Excellent dog trainer, I can see into the 
ijeart and soul of the dog," he said. 
IWhat he saw in Bristol was the heart and 
stamina to shine through the rigors of

traveling the show circuit. In just one 
year, Brown estimates that- more than 
50,000 miles were logged throughout 22 
slates en route to the championship. 

"The average dog couldn't handle the 
stress just from traveling," he said, "the 
dog just simply loses heart." 

Without heart and drive, the animal can- 
not compete with the animation and grace 
necessary to earn the judges* favor. Just 
going through the motions of a series of 
exercises may get the job done, but with- 



out leaving an impression. 
"This is strictly a brains competition," 
said Brown. 

Intelligence together with drive are key 
considerations in obedience competition, 
in. comparison with breed competitions 
which focus on appearance. 

Brown has been competing with his dogs 
for the past 29 years. For 24 years, his 
dogs have been ranked in the top 10 in 
obedience in the U.S. 

His love for the animals evolved into a 



full-time career 18-years ago, when he left 
his job as a journalist to devote himself to 
dog training. Prior to that, he had shuffled 
both pursuits for 8 years. 

Brown estimates that he has trained more 
than 16,000 dogs. He has piloted dogs 
from eight different breeds to their con- 
formation championships, owned five 
dogs with utility degrees and two with 
obedience trial championships, written 
two books on dog training and made in- 
structional video tapes.
